OT sufficient is known about the acoustics of cars, and, in the absence of 
expert advice, the car owner tends to try to eliminate noise in all its 
manifestations; an article dealing with this approach is to be found on the 

following pages. But noise in cars is a much deeper subject than is at first evident, 
and many readers will remember its thorough investigation by Montague Tombs 
under the title “O.K. for Sound?” in 1937 and 1938. A classification is necessary 
as a preliminary to discussion. In its simplest form, this divides noise into pleasant 
and unpleasant, and most motorists would agree that ordered mechanical noise 
often falls in the pleasant category while bodywork noises that are more than minor 
rattles are quite positively in the latter

The rubber hose will, of course, sort 
out the differences between a positively mounted silencer 
and a flexibly mounted engine.

It would be a labour indeed to remove and 
re-tailor them, but a simple cure for gaps is merely to stick 
down over them lengths of broad adhesive plaster obtained 
from a chemist. Use the cloth kind, and not the plastic 
waterproof sort, and do not use insulating tape, of which the 
adhesion is inferior. Tape can easily be peeled off when a 
garage has to remove a floorboard, and will cause no nuisance 
to those servicing the car, Wooden floorboards with gaps may 
have such gaps sealed with a sponge rubber strip. Owing to

On some cars the tail pipe of the exhaust is not quite long 
enough, and the beat of the exhaust can be plainly heard 
inside the body, because this beat is picked up by the skirt 
at the back of the body. A noticeable improvement will take 
place in such cars if the tail pipe is extended until it 
nearly flush with the rear bumper. This may be done by 
slitting the end of a bit of tube, forcing it over the pipe, and 
securing it with a hose clip. Some exhaust systems transmit

They can easily be damped by 
an internal coating of thick rubber cement. A _ noisy 
speedometer drive is common and indicates poor condition 
It can often be the explanation of an otherwise unidenti- 
fiable noise near the driver.

Engine Wear 


ATS amongst pigeons are an 

engaging spectacle as long as the 
pigeons do not get damaged. Accord- 
ingly, I relate with some glee the latest 
information on engine wear, which 
seems to overturn one or two popularly 
held theories. 

One hundred cars were examined in 
the New York area which had been 
sent in for overhaul on the grounds of 
excessive consumption of oil. Exces- 
sive engine wear was established in 57 
of them; in twenty, wear and deposits 
were responsible; in eight there was 
wear with some type of mechanical 
failure; five had heavy deposits alone. 

Special wear tests on a Lauson 
engine were undertaken in the labora- 
tory. The first was under high-tem- 
perature, friction-type conditions, the 
jacket being at 180 deg F and the run- 
ning time 800 hours. The second was 
an abrasive test, 0.5 per cent of car- 
borundum being added to the oil (the 
engine lasted only five hours). In the 
third test the engine was run for 40 
hours with the jacket temperature held 
at 60 deg F to promote low-tempera- 
ture corrosion. 

The tests showed that a friction-worn 
surface was relatively-smooth under the 
microscope, an abraded surface was 
heavily ridged and a low-temperature 
corroded surface was completely 
covered with pock marks. Compari- 
sons of the surfaces with those from 
the car engines under examination 
showed that most of the latter owed 
their wear to friction or abrasion, or a 
mixture of the two. Low-temperature 
corrosion was indicated in only 10 per 
cent of the engines. Low-temperature 
corrosion is, therefore, held by the 
authors of the Paper describing these 
experiments to be of only minor im- 
portance in average field service. I’ve

Theories on the Kind of Car that Should 


he Suitable for Rough Country 


CHARLES BULMER, 


N designing a car to operate under freak conditions, such 
as those encountered in trials, half the technical prob- 
lems that arise are.imponderable, but the few that are 

amenable to reason can be used to establish a framework of 
general principles 

Suppose for a moment that the secondary factors like 
steering and handling properties are ignored (even though 
they are often of primary importance), and attention is given 
to the root of the whole matter, which is wheelgrip, how to 
obtain it, and how to make sure it is all being used instead 
of being discarded via the differential 

If four-wheel drive is disregarded (it is not allowed by the 
R.A.C, in trials), then all possible weight must be concen- 
trated on the two driving wheels, since any weight on the 
other wheels will cause drag but no thrust. The differential

Nor is this the only gain. Suppose the viewpoint i 
changed: instead of watching them perform in profile, 
imagine the cars in rear view as they climb a rough and 
steeply cambered section. Fig. 2 shows both cars violating 
axiom (2) in a rather exaggerated way; and it can be esti- 
mated that, of the total weight of the car (W), only 2.35 
per cent will be left as the normal force between the left-side 
tyres and the ground in Fig. 2(a), and 16.6 per cent in Fig 
2(b). 

Even these smajl percentages have to be shared between 
the front and rear left-side wheels, so that, making a gues 
at the fofe-and-aft distribution, you finish up with 1! per 
cent and 10.6 per cent respectively for the two cars. The 
maximum gradients climbable on good dry concrete before 
wheelspin occurred would then be about 1 in 35 for the high 
car and | in 5 for the low one. Quite a difference! In 
actual fact the difference would be even greater, since various 
secondary factors have been ignored in order to avoid con- 
fusing the main theme. 


Torque Reaction Effect 


Evidently this question of unequal driving wheel loading 
is worth considering further, especially as it can arise for 
other reasons, such as the engine torque reaction effect with 
in ordinary back axle—which tends to lift the right-side 
rear wheel and force down the left-side one. Then there is 
the effect of bumps, pot-holes, gullies and other road irregu- 
larities acting on the front axle and being transmitted through 
the frame to the rear end. Any sert of road contours that 
tend to twist the frame will load one rear wheel at the 
expense of the other, even to the extent where the car can 
be supported almost entirely by diagonally opposite wheel 

There are a number of ways in which the effect can be 
reduced. For example, although it may have disadvantages 
otherwise, a torsionally flexible chassis will minimize the 
transmission of a twisting couple from fron. to back To

Chassis Frame.—Since it is necessary to keep the car as 
low as possible consistent with the proper ground clearance, 
it follows that a rather narrow chassis frame with side 
nembers under the floor is out of the question; the floor 
must be the lowest part of the car, and the frame members 
must be spread wide apart to lie outside the seats. Rigidity 
is particularly necessary, both to avoid undesirable steering 
wobbles with the type of front suspension that will be used, 
ind to protect the body of the vehicle from the destructive 
effects of flexure. The lightest frame to fulfil these require- 
nents will be the multi-tube lattice type (described in The 
{utocar of February 1, 1952). 

Rear Suspension.—This might well be of the type shown 
in Fig. 4. In view of the enormous travel required in rough 
country, the wishbone radius would be made equal to the 
»xle shaft length so that the splines in the latter would not 
be called on to operate except for assembly, and might in 
fact be omitted altogether. There is one snag: it would 
not give the torque-tube effect. Many existing cars have 
torque-tube drive, and when the clutch is let in the torque 
reaction from the back axle produces a sudden downward 
force on the rear wheels. The effect is quite transient, 
but helpful in “getting off the line.” It is quite possible 
to achieve the same result with i.r.s. by using a swinging, 
leading arm suspension with separate chain drive to each

wheel, as used on the Raymond Mays sprint car; but then 
long travel suspension means large spline movement. 

Front Suspension.—Very flexible springing is desirable 
to provide the driver with reasonable comfort, but this, 
together with the lack of roll-stiffness, and low roll centre 
at the back, will tend towards excessive roll on road corner- 
ing. To counteract the difficulty it is desirable to have a 
very high roll centre at the front. The front suspension 
should be simple and sturdy, and should have a very low 
cornering power (i.e., a high drift angle for a given sideways 
thrust) to counter the oversteering tendency caused by the 
weight distribution. The swing axle type fulfils all these 
requirements admirably, and its disadvantages are not likely 
to be much in evidence at the comparatively modest speeds 
<f which the car will be capable. The use of coil springs 
would avoid the unpleasant sight of leaf springs lubricated 
with mud and grit. 

Wheels.—The ordinary road wheels would be about 6.00 
15in; but with these the ground clearance ct the rear of the 
car would be inadequate for rough country. The “trials” 
wheels, therefore, would be of very large diameter, say, 
6.00-18in or 600-19in, which would raise the back appreci- 
ably. When not required, the smaller wheels could be car- 
ricd on a mounting on the tail. For road use, however,

little forward of this to improve the weight distribution) 

Road Handling.—Most current “specials” are so un- 
pleasant to drive on the road that their owners carry them 
on trailers to and from trials. This does not seem either 
necessary or desirable; a few minutes’ work should suffice 
to convert a properly designed trials “special” into a 
pleasant and comfortable road car. The obvious but 
common defects—incorrect steering geometry, inadequate 
damping, and high build—can be eliminated. 

There is the fundamental difficulty of weight distribu- 
tion; but much can be done by having alternative mountings 
for some wf the heavy bits like spare wheels and batteries. 
Since the engine will necessarily be mounted far back, there 
will be plenty of storage space in front of it. It should be 
possible to correct any residual oversteering tendency 
(caused by tail heaviness) by means of swing axle front 
suspension, concentration of all roll-stiffness at the front, 
and much larger section tyres at the rear than at the front. 
Additionally the front wheels could be set to a positive 
camber, and the rear oncs to a permanent negative camber. 

The remaining difficulty, which might not be easy to over- 
come, is that of high cost.

it is not absolutely quiet, yet its noise is in no way unpleasant 
—a sort of whine that suggests performance as distinct from a 
clatter that would suggest all was not well between the cam- 
shaft and the valves. It is quite powerful and permits a 
useful average speed from point to point. The car will 
cruise quite happily at between 60 and 70 m.p.h. on the very 
accurate speedometer without showing any signs of being 
overworked. 

Although the engine has a good measure of flexibility the 
gears should be freely used if the driver is to get the best out 
of the car. Under these conditions well over 40 miles can be 
put into the hour. In keeping with the general character of 
the car, the four-speed gear box is operated by means of a 
centrally placed lever. This is well positioned relative to 
the general driving-compartment layout and is positive in 
operation. The synchromesh on second, third and top is 
effective for normal changes, though the mechanism can be 
beaten if the driver is really in a hurry: A certain amount 
of gear noise was audible on the indirect ratios. 

In an age when the vast majority of the world’s production 
of cars is fitted with independent front suspension it is in- 
teresting to try a current-production car that is still fitted 
with a beam axle and half-elliptic spring front suspension. 
With this system it is, of course, not possible to obtain the

softness of suspension that is in general use at the moment. 
On the other hand the advance in suspension damping that 
has taken place during the last decade has considerably 
improved the type of ride that can be obtained with a beam 
axle without running into trouble in other directions. The 
general riding qualities of the A.C. are very good, and, 
although the suspension is firm, it cannot be called harsh 
under normal road conditions. 

This car also steers very well and is very responsive to 
small steering-wheel movements. There is no impression of 
built-in sponginess which sometimes also introduces a 
sense of vagueness and the suggestion that the driver is 
steering through rubber rods. On the other hand it does 
mean that there is rather more kick-back noticed through 
the steering wheel, and this is perhaps the chief thing to 
indicate to the driver that both front wheels are intercon- 
nected. This effect is particularly noticed when traversing 
an irregularity in the road such as a diagonal trench that 
has been filled in. Both on fast main roads and on tight 
corners the car steers very well; also there is very little roll 
on corners. A certain amount of rear-axle hop is occasion- 
ally noticed, but this is not excessive. Considered as a 
whole, the car creates an impression of being all in one piece, 
yet it is not harsh, nor, for that matter, does it pitch. 


=: 


Access to the rear compartment of this two-door saloon is 
gained by folding forward the front seat back rests. The 
rear quarter windows are hinged on their leading edge so that 
they can be opened outwards to produce draught-free 
ventilation. Both a fold-down central armrest and elbow 
rests are fitted in the rear compartment. The now rare rear 


window blind is operated by means of a cord. 
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The lid of the luggage locker is 

arranged to house the small tools, 

while a separate lower compartment 
(inset) houses the spare wheel. 


The clutch is light in operation, and its pedal is well 
placed in relation to the other foot controls. The pedal 
pad itself is pivoted on its“arm and is permitted a certain 
amount of movement so that it will line up exactly with 
the angle of the driver’s shoe. This system is also employed 
on the brake pedal and is very comfortable in operation. 
The brake pedal is well positioned and the brakes them- 
selves are quite powerful; it should be recorded that under 
the severe conditions of performance — no brake fade 
was experienced. A hand- brake control the pistol-grip 
type is placed towards the centre of the car in a convenient 
position for operation, where it perhaps necessitates a 
slightly increased width of the central tunnel. The width 
of this tunnel is such as not to leave any space to the left 
of the clutch pedal for the driver’s foot when off the 

The driving position is good, and the Dunlopillo-uphol- 
stered seat gives support just where it is wanted. Further 
improvements, perhaps, would be a slight increase in the seat 
length, and also a little greater range of fore-and-aft adjust- 
ment for the seat itself. The steering wheel is well placed 
and is fitted on a column that is adjustable for length. The 
throttle pedal is a little close to the driver relative to the

clutch and brake pedals, and in consequence the heel-and- 
toe type of gear-change manceuvre is not so readily per- 
formed as it would otherwise be. All the minor controls, 
which are few in number (mixture control for cold start- 
ing, for example, is operated automatically) are neatly 
and compactly grouped on the facia and come readily to 
hand. 

From the driving seat the forward vision is very good. 
The car has a relatively low bonnet line and a quite deep 
windscreen and as a result the driver has a very clear view 
of the road ahead and can see both front wings—a factor 
that considerably facilitates manceuvring in a confined space. 
Sideways vision is also very good, because of the two-door 
four-light construction of the body, coupled with a large 
glass area and the minimum of obstruction that results from 
utilizing quite slender pillars 

Both the interior and the exterior finish of the A.C. are 
of a very high standard. The paintwork in particular is 
of good quality, and the surface finish very good. There 
was no suspicion of an “orange peel” effect, sometimes 
found on less expensive cars. The use made in the ingerior 
of leather and polished wood is very pleasing and suggests 
an air of quality. Wind noise at high speeds, even with 
some of the windows open, is not excessive 

The double-dip sealed-beam head lamps are well posi- 
tioned and give a useful range. They are dipped by means 
of a foot-operated switch which is mounted unusually far 
back on the floorboards; the horns, operated by a central 
button, are quite effective. In both the cold and the hot 
condition the engine at all times started immediately; very 
occasionally there was a slight splutter during the initial 
warming-up period, but this was not in any way excessive. 

Considered from the aspects of individuality, perform- 
ance, and its record of reliability, the A.C. is a very satis- 
factory car that will continue to have a faithful following

With the introduction of a new body the 
model has shed its mark number and is 
now known as the Bentley sports saloon 
Since the Mark VI Bentley with special 
saloon body was last described in The 
Autocar a number of detail changes to the 
chassis have been made from time to 


time. 
The Mark VI Bentley was originally 
supplied with the standard steel saloon 
body and a 4,257 c.c. engine having six 
cylinders and a somewhat unusual system 
of valve gear with overhead imlet and side 
exhaust valves. Later, the cylinder bore 
diameter was increased by 3 mm (from 89 
to 92 mm); this resulted in a capacity of 
4,566 c.c., or, in general terms, 4} litres. 
At the same time modifications were made 
to the exhaust system. On the 4}-litre 
engine two manifold castings were 
attached to a Y-branch fitted to the top 
of the exhaust pipe. This conveyed the 
gas to the silencer and so to: the tail pipe. 


Twin Exhausts 


However, for the larger engine two com- 
plete exhaust systems are used, one for 
each group of three cylinders. Twin 

ipes run to the first stage of the silenc- 
ing system, which consists of two silencers 
mounted side by side and situated between 
the left side member and the cruciform 
section of the frame. From the outlets 
of the first-stage silencers two pipes feed 
the second-stage silencers, which are 
placed between, and in line with, the rear 
cruciform members. Finally, two tail 
pipes run over the top of the rear axle, 
under the rear of the frame, and emerge 
polished at the rear of the car. The twin 
pipes determine, in fact, the engine size of 
the Bentley that has just passed! 

To prevent heat from the silencers 
reaching the occupants of the car, shields 
are fitted between the silencers and the 
floor of the body. ‘These are formed in

light alloy and consist of shallow pressings 
mounted back to back to form a box, with 
an air space inside to improve the insula- 
tion qualities. This space was originally 
filled with imsulating material, but it 
was found that air was cheaper! 

Perhaps the most important new 
feature on the engine is the arrangement 
of the cold starting device for use in con- 
junction with the twin S.U. carburettors. 
This device has been designed and de- 
veloped by Rolls-Royce, and overcomes 
disadvantages found in some cold starting 
systems used with this type of carburettor. 
The operating principle is not in any way 
new; it consists of a strangler on the atmo- 
spheric side of the carburettors between 
the air silencer and the air intake T-junc- 
tion. Consequently it is not mecessary to 
alter the carburettor jet block position in 
order to provide the necessary rich mixture 
for cold starting purposes. The device is 
automatic and this has enabled both the 
choke control and the hand throttle to be 
eliminated, a measure that simplifies driv- 


ing and provides an interesting example 
of control mechanism. 

The operating mechanism consists of a 
pair of bi-metal springs mounted in a 
pocket in the water-heated induction 
manifold. Now this is interesting, as it 
is usual to operate bi-metal springs by 
means of exhaust heat. However, the 
exhaust heat actuation method is not ideal 
because the temperature of the exhaust 
manifold may fall quite considerably if 
the engine is stationary for a short period. 
Consequently on some exhaust-operated 
mechanisms there is a tendency for the 
fuel consumption to be unnecessarily 
heavy because the exhaust manifold be- 
comes cool, thereby enriching the mixture 
while the engine itself is still warm and 
does not require the rich mixture. 

The very much reduced temperature 
range necessitates the use of two springs 
on the Bentley. A rod connects the lever 
on the bi-metal spring assembly to a small 
lever on the cold starting butterfly valve 
(or strangler) spindle. A second rod, 
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44-litre Chassis: New Cold Starting Device 


coupled to the cold starting butterfly lever, 
operates a cam that controls the throttle 
position. Mounted on the left side of the 
cold starting assembly housing are a 
solenoid and a vacuum - operated 
diaphragm controlling strangler and 
throttle stop. (Diagram on page 1161.) 
Now, assuming that the car has been 
running and is left to become completely 
cold, it is first necessary to depress the 
throttle and release it again in order to 
allow the bi-metal spring to close the 
cold starting butterfly valve, and the rod 
(c) to operate the cam to adjust the idling 
speed. When the starter button is pressed 
the solenoid circuit is also energized, and 
this holds the strangler butterfly valve in 
the completely closed ition, but when 
the starter button is the solenoid 
is no longer energized because when the 
engine fires it will, of course, require more 
air than would be obtained if the strangler 
remained completely closed. The vacuum- 
operated device coupled to the induction 
manifold opens the strangler buuerfly to 


a predetermined amount and holds it 
there until the engine water jacket tem 
perature has risen sufficiently to enable 
the bi-metal spring further to open the 
strangler. 

It is, as previously mentioned, neces 
sary to open the throttle and close it again 
in order to allow the bi-metal spring to 
close the strangler and permit the pro- 
gressive cam to modify the throttle stdp 
position. This cam is formed in three 
sections and, if the throttle is almost fully 
opened and released, the carburettor 
throttles will be set to a very fast idling 
position. On the other hand, if a lower 
initial idling speed is required, this can 
be obtained by depressing the throttle 
only as far as the quarter-open position, 
and then releasing it. In a similar way, 
if the engine is started on the very fast 
idling position, the induction manifold 
operated diaphragm, which opens the 
strangler valve as soon as the engine has 
started to run, will also allow the pro- 
gressive cam to reduce the idling speed 





slightly, if the throttle is quarter-opened 
and released again. The car can thus be 
started initially on a high idling speed and 
then warmed up on an intermediate 
speed; alternatively, it can be started on 
this intermediate idling speed 

In the event of the engine failing to 
start, the large jet depression caused by 
the closed strangler valve might cause 
an over-enriching of the mixture, or if 
flooding takes place (if a carburettor float 
stuck, for example) it would be necessary 
to open the strangler. Consequently an 
over-riding lever is fitted to the throttle 
spindle shaft so that, if the throttle pedal 
is fully depressed, both the carburettor 
throttle spindles and the strangler will be 
placed in the full open position. This will, 
of course, enable the engine to be turned 
over and the excess fuel cleared from the 
manifold. 

All the control links from the bi-metal 
springs are of light alloy to reduce weight 
and improve sensitivity. 

The strangler butterfly valve is offset so

that the valve tends to fall open as the 
torque on the bi-metal spring closing it is 
reduced. The spring tends to keep the 
butterfly valve closed when the engine is 
cold, but open when the engine is hot. 
During the changeover at a certain critical 
temperature, therefore, there will be no 
load on the valve, and during this period 
the out-of-balance of the valve spindle 
and mechanism prevents the strangler 
valve from flapping.

the limits to which the designers of this 
outstanding car will go in order to obtain 
perfection.

number of chassis modifications have been 
carried out. The frame has been length- 
ened to accommodate the greatly i 
capacity of the mew luggage and 
the rear suspension has been modified to 
improve handling qualities.

Further, 
the revised body lines considerably 
improve appearance; in fact, the balance 
obtained by what is sometimes termed a 
“notch back” results in a car of consider- 
ably increased utility, yet one that retains 
the air of a bred and carries on 
the famous Bentiey tradition. 

The luggage locker lid encloses the spare 
wheel and tools but in a separate lower 
compartment so that the luggage will not 
be contaminated. To prevent damage to 
paintwork when the spare whee! is 
removed a small stainless steel rubbing 
strip is fitted to the vulnerable part of 
the body. The locker has a large flat floor 
space and two useful wells, one on cach 
side of the spare wheel compartment. The 
lid is hinged at the top and counter- 
balanced by means of torsion bars. It has 
an interior light operated by a mercury 
switch in the locker lid. The lid itself is 

to imcrease carrying capacity, and 
provision is made to use the car with it in 
the slightly open position. The rear 
number plate is adjustable to allow it to 
be positioned vertical when the lid is in 
various positions. 

In a with Bentley quality the 
interior the car is beautifully finished. 
The rear compartment is of particular 
interest in that the sides of the body are 
also upholstered—tather on the lines of a 
wing-back armchair. The interior heating 
system is similar to that fitted to the pre- 
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vious 4}-litre Bentley, but it is supple- 
mented by an extra duct to the windscreen 
for demisting. It supplies fresh air in 
hot weather Arrangements for supply- 
ing hot air to the demister have also been 
improved. Misting of the rear window 
is now a thing of the past with the Bentley, 
as it is fitted with an electric demister; 
this consists of 936 wires of 0.008in 
diameter, spaced to cover an area 24 x 8in 
and placed in the sandwich formed by the 
Triplex laminated glass. The wires are, 
in fact, so fine that it is almost impossible 
for them to be seen.

A Beautifully Made Power Unit that Offered Speed, Reliability and Fuel Economy 


the years from 1911 to 1939, there were 

few names that could compete with that 
of Ettore Bugatti for his remarkable career 
and general attainments, and for his great success in the 
racing sphere; his name, moreover, is still regarded with as 
much respect and admiration among Bugatti enthusiasts as 
in the old days. 

A biography of Bugatti by W. F. Bradley telis us that 
this great man (1881 to 1947) was a born artist as well as an 
engineer, and that for many years he not only designed his 
own cars but also made the drawings and supervised 
production in his shops at Molsheim. His cars were so out- 
standingly different from others that a mere superficial look 
at them at any time would be enough to excite great atten- 
tion, but a closer examination reveals characteristics which 
indicate that Bugatti was an individualist in the field of 


| the history of the car world during By

design respecting almost every component, 
stud and nut in each of his creations, 

By his personal ability to design, experi- 
ment, and carry through the work to the 
production stage, Bugatti was able to do what he liked, and 
the long list of road and racing. successes was ample proof 
of his capacity as a practical engineer; but the aforemen- 
tioned abilities enabled him to design with such a superb 
sense of proportion and finesse that the contemporary efforts 
of other makers often seemed crude and wasteful by com- 
parison, and, of course, he gained immeasurably in regard to 
weight reduction in his chassis. 

In discussing Bugatti’s achievements in engine design, it 
would be difficult to select any one power unit as being more 
interesting than others: they all exhibited remarkable 
features in one form or another. He produced many types 
of engine ranging from 4- to 16-cylinder units and from 
1,327 c.c. up to the enormous Royale of 
12,760 c.c. (although curiously a 6-cylinder 











engine was never listed), and a number 
were supercharged; but a 1925 Type 37 
4-cylinder 1,496 c.c. engine may be taken 
as representative of Bugatti design some 
25 years ago, and it exhibits many of those 
novel features that reveal the Bugatti mind 
as a designer and engineer. 

In general, the Type 37 engine is 
remarkably simple as a unit, the cast iron 
cylinder block being a rectangular com- 
ponent, with the heads and valve ports 
cast in as a one-piece job. Three valves 
per cylinder (one exhaust and two inlet) 
are fitted, and they are operated by an 
overhead camshaft bevel driven through a 
vertical shaft from the crankshaft, in the 
time-honoured system so frequently seen 
on sports or racing engines. The cylinder 
block is bolted to an aluminium alloy 
crankcase split across the crankshaft centre 
line, the lower half forming the capacious 
alloy oil sump of ten pints capacity, con-

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ventional in most respects except for one important point 
in that the four substantial bearer arms of the engine are 
attached to the lower and not to the upper half of the crank- 
case; the lower half, or sump, therefore carries most of the 
dead weight of the 

The cylinder block of 69 mm x 100 mm bore and stroke 
has the four barrels cast together without interspace cooling, 
and they project into the crankcase for some distance. The 
block is machined all over externally and is flat sided, with 
the vertically disposed valves Galets 26.5 mm—exhaust 
36 mm) set to the maximum diameter available in the com- 
bustion chamber, with slight rebating of the cylinder walls 
to give clearance. The inlet valve ports are double 
siamesed: each group of four is connected with an intake 
from the induction manifold, and each exhaust valve is 
separately ducted in the cylinder head to individual exhaust 
pipes. The block, as a whole, is interesting in that Bugatti 
considerably simplified the coring and casting by not includ- 
ing the upper face of the head in the casting process, thereby 
leaving the ports and passages open to inspection before 

. After machining, a flat aluminium roof about 
#in thick, drilled where necessary, was fitted on the top face 
of the head. This roof is held in place by the twelve 
threaded bronze valve guides, and by the six screw sockets 
that retain the overhead camshaft case in position. The 
firing order is 1, 2, 4, 3. 

A study of the cross section of the Bugatti engine reveals 
the extraordinary proportions and character of this power 
unit. Tall and narrow, the engine has a crankcase so tightly 
built around the circular webbed crankshaft that the 
minimum safe clearance has been given to the connecting 
rod big-ends; burt the crankcase is more rigid in consequence, 
and there is a considerable saving in weight. The cylinder 
block is held to the crankcase by ten small studs and nuts 
on each side; the nuts lie in a machined slot which is covered 
by an aluminium strip held in the slot by spring-loaded balls; 
thus the flat-sided effect of the cylinder block is preserved. 


Five-bearing Crankshaft 


In view of the fact that the close spacing of the cylinder 
bores involved an equivalent restriction on the lateral pro- 
portions of the crankshaft and its webs, it is not surprising 
that Bugatti made the webs circular in shape and very 
narrow in width (11 mm) to leave enough room for the three 
inter-crank bearings of the five-bearing shaft. The webs are 
not balanced, and the crankshaft (weight 37 Ib) is machined 
all over. In the early engines of the Type 37 the big-ends 
were lubricated by horizontal jets in the Crankshaft main 
bearings—jets that fed oil into shallow grooves in the 
outer faces of the webs and thence by drilled passages to 
the crankpins. But at a later date the crankshaft was drilled 
for direct pressure lubrication as between each journal and 
crankpin. Splash lubrication of the cylinder bores is regu- 
lated by horizontal webs cast in the crankcase below the 


mouths of the bores; the webs further increase the rigidity of 


the crankcase in that area.

nuts for retention of the bear- 
ing caps, in place of pairs of 
larger size, and the rear main 
bearing is held by six studs 
and nuts instead of a possible 
two or four as is usual prac- 
tice. The flywheel, if it can be 
termed such, is only 8}in in 
diameter, but it is of consider- 
able length (weight 22 Ib) to 
accommodate the multi-plate 
semi-wet Bugatti ciutch 

The connecting rods 
(weight 2 Ib 1 oz) are of 
normal design but have 
slender shanks for a fast 
engine and are notable for the 
amount of extra metal in 
the big-end shells, and for the 
bronze white - metal - lined 
bearings, riveted to the shells 
to prevent rotation. Alloy 
pistons (weight, with gudgeon 
pins and rings, 14 oz), with 
three compression rings and 
ome scraper, are of conven- 
tional design; the gudgeon 
pins are held in the piston 
by an interference fit and 
endwise locating rings. The 
18 mm sparking plugs are 
fitted in the side of the 
combustion chambers, the electrodes shielded by shrouded 
recesses in the cylinder walls. 

In this engine, Bugatti operated the inlet and exhaust 
valves from the single overhead camshaft through hori- 
zontal levers, two for each pair of inlet valves and a single 
one for each exhaust valve. The rockers butt against the 
hardened steel caps fitted on the valve stems and are each 
located laterally by an adjustable screwed peg in the side 
of the camshaft casing, this forming the clearance adjust- 
ment. The rocker spindles are drilled; oil fed through 
— from the oil pressure system lubricates the rockers, 

, and the camshaft bevel driving wheels and bear- 
rma the four plain bush bearings supporting the cam- 
shaft are lubricated by splash oil caught in troughs above 
the bearings. The complete box-like camshaft casing, with

cylinder block, and it heightens the general appearance of the 
tall, narrow engine. 

Bugatti’s penchant for tucking things in neatly and for 
reducing weight and mass of metal in various places is 
exemplified by his vertical shaft drive to the camshaft and 
by the close association of the lower driving bevels with the 
front main bearing of the crankshaft. The vertical shaft is 
in two sections linked together by a squared sliding joint, 
and at a midway level a further pair of bevels drives the 
horizontal spindle of the water pump. No ball or roller 
bearings are used in the drives; indeed, none is found in 
the engine anywhere. The upper portion of the vertical 
drive is enclosed at the side by an aluminium casting shaped 
to complete the box-like structure of the cylinder block and 
camshaft casing. 

The oil pump, externally located on the nose of the crank- 
case, is driven transversely through a skew gear on a front 
extension of the crankshaft, which also carries the dog drive 
for the dynamo bolted to the front of the crankcase. The 
pump, drawing oil from the finned oil sump, feeds the main 
bearings through a high pressure filter and an external 
gallery pipe supplying the bearings through drilled passages 
in the crankcase webs. Two secondary pipes feed the hollow 
spindles of the overhead valve rockers, and the oil returns 
to the sump through passages in the cylinder block or down- 
wards past the camshaft vertical drive. Cooling of oil in 
the sump is effected not only by external finning but also by 
horizontal air tubes which greatly increase the total cooling 
area of the sump. 


Straightforward Cooling System 


The simple, clean appeagance of this Bugatti engine is 
enhanced by the layout of the water-circulation system, 
whereby the customary external piping is largely eliminated. 
Water from the pump is taken to the lower end of the 
cylinder jacket through an aluminium manifold which feeds 
coolant through a series of spaced holes in the jacket to 
provide a directional flow upwards past the cylinder barrels. 
From the cylinder jackets the upward flow is further directed 
past the valve ports on each side and through another series 
of holes to the water manifolds cast in the sides of the cam- 
shaft casing; the return of water to the radiator is through 
two forward mounted elbows and hose pipes. Hot water for 
the induction pipe jacket is bled off at a central point from 
the cylinder block and is returned to the radiator via one of 
the elbows just mentioned. 

Another feature indicative of the clean planning of the 
engine is the mounting of the coil ignition distributor (skew 
gear driven) at the rear end of the camshaft casing, and the 
neat rigging of the high tension leads. The water pump has 
an unusual feature in that it is equipped with a permanently 
fitted grease gun for gland lubrication, and is fitted with a 
light external tell-tale spindle to indicate the quantity of

grease remaining in the barrel. Throughout the engine are 
to be seen small square- and hexagon-headed nuts of Bugatti 
design—many with special flanges, as in aircraft engine 
practice—and all external surfaces of the power unit are 
either machined or hand treated and polished. 

With a weight of 15} cwt, the Type 37 Bugatti Grand 
Prix two-seater model was capable of 95 m.p.h. at 5,000 
engine r.p.m. with a rear axle ratio of approximately 4 to | 
Unquestionably, the fine road performance of this model, 
with an engine of only medium compression, was owed to 
the light weight of the chassis and ensemble, and to the 
fact that it could be handled and driven superbly by a com- 
petent driver. At the same time the conservative stressing 
of the engine gave a considerable degree of reliability, in 
terms of a sports car, and an unusual fuel economy of 
approximately 30 m.p.g., the engine having normally only 
a single Solex carburettor. 

A later development from this engine was the Type 37A, 
which was fitted with a Roots-type supercharger; but not 
many—in comparison—of these units are produced, and the 
supercharged version never achieved the lasting fame of the 
Type 37. The Type 40 engine, also unsupercharged, was 
similar to the Type 37 but was a detuned version for a 
touring car, with a lower compression ratio. 

The death of Ettore Bugatti in 1947 brought an end to an 
astonishing career, the details of which must be treasured 
by the many who knew him—a career that could not easily 
be emulated in the present world. The recent re-establish- 
ment of the Bugatti at Molsheim nevertheless offers good 
hope that some of the influence that Ettore so powerfully 
created will not be lost in future productions from the 
famous factory.

SWISS and SWEDISH 


S long as there are cars there will be a band of 
A enthusiasts to build special bodies, either to suit their 
own particular needs or to achieve something com- 
pletely individual. Two recent examples have just been 
given their finishing touches abroad, one having been built 
in Switzerland at Gabr. Zimmerli’s, the Vauxhall dis- 
tributors in Reiden, and the other in Sweden by the Ford 
dealer of Skelleftea, J. O. Larssons. 

The Vauxhall body has particularly clean and tidy lines, 
the hood of the two-seat cockpit folding neatly away under 
its special cover. Eugenio Bassetti, an Italian mechanic, 
did the work in his spare time, and the Italian influence 
on the design is well evident. The chassis is far from 
standard, having a special tubular frame and a number 
of detail modifications to Vauxhall suspension and 
mechanical components. The axle ratio has been changed 
from 4.125 to 3.78 to 1, and a top speed of about 90 m.p.h. 
is claimed.

CONSIDERABLE amount of 
A speculation has always surrounded 

the formula 3 racing field regard- 
ing the eventual prospect of a four-cylinder 
unit for this category to replace the nor- 
mal single- or twin-cylinder motor cycle 
engine. Most of this has centred around 
the possibility of utilizing one of the 
Italian “four-cylinder motor cycle units, 
such as the Gilera or the M.V.; but now 
the enterprising firm of Turner Sports 
Cars (Wolverhampton), Ltd., of the Old 
Smithy, Seisdon, near Wolverhampton, 
has come out with a brand new design 
with many interesting features. 

This has four separate air-cooled Alfin- 
bonded cylinder barrels mounted on a 
light alloy crankcase; the built-up 
Nitralloy crankshaft runs im_ three 
bearings (one ball and two roller), and the 
one-piece connecting rods (of EN40 steel) 
have roller bearing big-ends and bronze 
bushes on the gudgeon pins. The alloy 
cylinder head is water-cooled ; two valves 
per cylinder are used, the inlet diameter 
being 1}in and the exhaust lin. These

are set at an included angle of 85 degrees 
in the hemispherical combustion chambers 
and operated by twin overhead camshafts, 
bevel and spur gear driven by a vertical 
shaft from the nose of the crankshaft ; 
10 mm sparking plugs are centrally sit- 
uated, and a Lucas magneto provides the 
ignition. 

The bore and stroke are each 54 mm, 
resulting in a cubic capacity of 496 c.c.

STOP LIGHTS 
Application of the Traffic Light Principle 


[64434.]—May I add to the correspondence on the subject of 
stop lights? 

In this country of gadgets, most of which have a definite 
purpose in view, there is an accessory available, providing what 
goes far to overcome the objections of some of your correspon- 
dents 

It consists of 2 miniature three-colour traffic signal, mounted in 
the rear window, and constantly in operation as long as the 
car’s engine is running. At tick-over the amber light shows; 
when the accelerator is depressed the green takes its place, and 
when the brakes are applied the red appears. Thus the sequence, 
on slowing the car, is: green changes to amber as the throttle is 
closed, and red replaces amber as soon as the brake pedal is 
touched 

No fitment can reduce the reaction time of the following driver, 
but the mere speed of change from green through amber to red, 
in the event of brakes being quickly applied, catches one’s eye 
much more than the conventional stop light, less advantageously 
placed

and Gear Box : Nothing New Under the Sun 


AY back in the very early days of motoring the 
W ener method of transmitting the power of the 

engine to the rear axle was by means of leather belts, 
pulleys of different sizes being used to obtain different ratios 
Soon, however, the manufacturers decided that this was not 
entirely satisfactory—belts had too much of a tendency to 
stretch and slip—and so the first gear box came into being. 
This was fitted to a famous French car of the period, and 
history has it that the manufacturer, surveying the finished 
product, made a remark in a rather apologetic fashion to 
the effect that it was a crude device, but it worked. 

It is a remarkable thing that this rather elementary 
exercise in mechanical engineering should have persisted 
in the majority of cers right up to the present day, albeit 
with such refinements as helical gearing and synchromesh 
as palliatives for some of its more obvious defects. Recently 
there have been considerable advances towards the solution 
of the age-old problem of providing an infinitely variable or 
automatically changed reduction gear in the transmission; 
but none of these, even now, can be regarded as perfect 
under all conditions, and the old gear box, like the poor, 
is still very much with us. 

Now it is a fundamental of any gear box that some method 
must be adopted of enabling the driver to select one or 
other of the available ratios, and this involves sliding back 
and forth various gears or dogs inside the box. Fashions 
change in this, as in every other, aspect of automobile design 
At the present time the prevailing idea is to utilize a lever 
pivoted on the steering column beneath the steering wheel 
as the operative member; but in this connection it is as 
well to remember that round about the beginning of the 


century there was a car on the market with precisely the 
same gadget, which then fell out of favour. 


On Its Own 


The next step, which was hailed then as a considerable 
advance, was a direct-acting lever on top of the gear box 
itself, which had by then been moved so that it lay con- 
veniently between and below the driver and passenger. 
This was a very satisfactory system, with as few moving 
parts to wear in the linkage as could possibly be imagined; 
one example which survives today is that in the Morgan, 
almost the only present-day car to retain the feature of 
mounting the gear box separately from engine and axle but 
between the two. 

However, the idea soon grew that most drivers were right- 
handed, and that the gear lever should be to the right hand; 
so came the right-hand gate change, with the lever rigidly 
attached to a transverse shaft and moving laterally by sliding 
the shaft. This provided a beautifully positive feel to the

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action of changing gear, but at times could be rather heavy 
in operation. 

Engineering could not stand still, and the further step 
was soon taken of mounting the gear box on the rear of 
the engine as one unit, thus cutting out one set of universal 
joints and a good deal of weight from the clutch shaft 
his was good in its way; but it rather tended to take the 
gear box out of the driver’s reach, as it were, so that the 
gear lever returned to its central position and grew longer 
and longer and more spindly 

This did not satisty the enthusiast, still less the racing 
driver, and thus the remote control was born; in its essen- 
tials this was merely a short and stubby lever mounted on 
a rearward extension of the gear box lid, operating the selec- 
tors through a fore-and-aft shaft with a rocking and sliding 
motion. Probably the best-known example and certainly 
one of the nicest to operate, was that fitted to the Brooklands 
model Riley Nine from 1928 to 1932. But there were many 
others, with varying degrees of mechanical efficiency 


Elaboration 


All through the nineteen-thirties the centrally placed, ball 
pivoted lever held sway, although there was the Wilson 
preselector gear box, with its lever mounted quadrant- 
fashion on or under the steering wheel, to be found on Arm 
strong Siddeley and Daimler models. The next development, 
not unnaturally, emanated from gadget-conscious America, 
and bore the impressive title of the Hudson Electric Hand 
This consisted of a miniature gear lever which worker in a 
miniature gate under the steering wheel. It operated electric 
solenoids controlling valves that permitted the actual gear 
change to be carried out by means of engine suction. Now 
this was rendered practicable only by the advent of synchro 
mesh, which removed the necessity of such delicate control 
of the gear lever as had been necessary in the days 
judging the relative speeds of meshing pinions, and it soon 
dawned upon designers that this opened up other line 
thought 

Again in America, there had for some time been a ten 
dency to make the front seats in one single bench, in con 
trast to the European idea of employing two separated 
bucket-type seats for driver and passenger. The next thing 
logically enough, was to make the seat wide cnough to hold 
a child as well, and from that to hold three adults sitting 
abreast. An excellent plan, but the centrally placed gear 
lever could prove an embarrassment in these circumstances; 
and so the steering column gear change returned to the 
scene, now usually operating through a system of rods (to 
slide the selectors back and forth) and a cable (to provide 
the lateral movement from one selector to the next). 


Keeping Up with the Joneses 


Back to 1900: the wheel had turned full circle. Although 
the new system did not provide the sensitive feel of the old 
direct-operating lever, the modern driver, brought up as he 
was on synchromesh and as little gear changing as possible, 
did not really miss it, and the practical advantages of an 
uninterrupted floor were obvious. But soon this type of 
gear lever began also to be found on cars with bucket seats, 
or at least with room for only two people; such are the 
dictates of fashion! 

Cynics are currently deriving a certain amusement from 
the fact that one or two cars are appearing with five-speed 
gear boxes, and are looking forward to studying the linkage 
by which increasing numbers of speeds are accommodated in 
a steering column change 

Ot course, there have been other systems; front-wheel 
drive cars, for instance, have ever been a law unto them- 
selves, and several examples of these have utilized a sort 
of umbrella-handle gear lever projecting from the instru 
ment panel. What comes next? Perhaps in future the gear 
iever will project from the centre of the wheel like an over 
grown direction indicator switch, or hang gracefully from 
the roof like a chandelier. But it is far more likely that, 
before either of these extremes comes to pass, automat 
transmission will have become general practice—if the gas 
turbine has not hv then made every gear box redundant

N spite of the recent preoccupation 
with race meetings and the conse- 
quent diversion of attention from 

speed trials and hill-climbs, last Sunday’s 
Prescott meeting shone as brightly as ever, 
ind records of all sorts went by the board 
There was a record crowd present, a 
record number of entrants for the event, 
and both the out-and-out and the sports 
car records for the hill were broken 
together with sundry class records. Truly 
a memorable occasion! 

This meeting was entitled the 8th Inter 
national Prescott, but, as with several other 
recent meetings, it was international only 
in name. Nevertheless, the entry list was 
full of well-known names, and a high 
degree of expectancy pervaded the atmos- 
phere as the first competitors prepared 
for their ascents in the middle of Sunday 
morning. And a beautiful morning it was, 
with a perfect blue sky and plenty of sun 
shine; true, later in the day it clouded 
over considerably, but there were never 
more than a few isolated spots of rain 


Sports Cars First 


During the morning the sports cars had 
their say, and the tone of the meeting was 
immediately established by Gil Tyrer, 
who promptly carved over a second off 
Jack Newton's four-year-old 14-litre class 
record with his B.M.W. Special, becom- 
ing the first driver of a 1}-litre sports car 
to ascend the hill in under 50 sec. No 
records fell in the 3-litre class, in which 
Harewood's supercharged PB M.G. Mid- 


ret put it across the Healey opposition 


then came the unlimited sports cars, and 
the fun really began. The Jaguara, Gor- 
don Parker's twin-supercharged special, 
was running better than at Brighton, and 
broke 50 sec; but then, so did Alec 
Francis’ Mercury-engined H.R.G 1 fine 
effort. Oscar Moore was slightly slower 
in his Jaguar-engined H.W.M., and then 
came, Peter Walker in the works-entered 
Type C Jaguar. Using a low-geared axle

a wonder to behold. Off the line, under 
the bridge, leaving his braking incredibly 
late before Orchard Corner; immense 
wheelspin out of Pardon Hairpin, terrific 
revs (6,500 r.p.m.!) before the 
round and away to the finish; and another 
long-standing record (by Sydney Allard in 
1949) had gone the way of all records!

Before the 
racing cars commenced, however, there 
was a cavalcade of many different types of 
Bugatti, followed by demonstration ascents 
by Leslie Johnson in the “Montlhéry”

record holder at Shelsley Walsh 


Racing Formule 


Then came the first of the racing car 
classes; these were divided into formula 1, 
formula 2 (given four or more cylinders 
formula 3, jormule l:bre, and a class for 
twin-cylindered cars over 500 c.c. For 
mula 1 was not over-well represented, and 
J. Smith’s Type 51A Bugatti scored a deci 
sive but not very fast victory—not very 
fast for the class, that is, although hi 
climbs were exceptionally good for that car 
getting steadily faster.

T is all too often that one meets some- 
one, or receives a letter from someone, 
who starts off by deploring the lack of 
racing cars made in this country and able 
to give effective battle to the products of 
Italy and France, and carries on 
blaming either che Government or 
motor industry without any real idea 
the problems involved or the economics 
of the situation. I am as anxious as any- 
one to see green cars winning races; at 
present we have complete mastery of the 
formula 3 category and at least a sporting 
chance in the field of sports cars, but ad- 
mittedly our formulg 2 products, credit 
able as some of them are in many respects, 
are no match for the latest Ferrari and 
Maserati models 
Now, what are the reasons for this? 
Taking formula 2 as a basis for discussion 
our cars all demonstrate one thing—the 
lack of a suitable engine. Good as some 
of the engines in use are for the purposes 
for which they were designed, they were 
none of them produced solely with for- 
mula 2 racing in mind, if one excepts the 
Alta unit which was a development of an 
earlier racing engine. It is not reasonable 
to suppose that a modified touring or 
sports car engine will be capable of being 
“hotted-up” to the extent of producing 
as "nuch horse-power as an out-and-out 
racing engine; if, for any reason, this did 
occur, then the engine in question must 
have been quite uneconomically under 
stressed in its touring form This is 
obvious, for a good sports 2-litre engine 
may give between 100 and 125 b.h.p., but 
the latest formula 2 Ferrari and Maserati 
engines are approaching if not exceeding 
180 b.h.p. Now, the concerns producing 
racing cars in this country, almost with 
out exception, are small firms without vast 
resources; and, in this country in particu 
lar, it takes a lot of resources to produce 
and develop a new engine. Why? Be 
labour costs are very high—and 
labour charges are always the principal 
part of experimental work—and because 
the resources of the engineering industry 
of the country are so fully utilized, what 
with armament programmes and so forth 


cause 


that unless you are a large firm you cannot 
command the attention of the specialist 
concerns who produce drop forgings, 
special castings, the latest alloys and so 
on when you do, because of 
the work takes an unreasonable 
time 

None of the large firms in the motor 
industry will consider the production of a 
‘real racer”; why should they? It would 
cost them a very great deal of money (see 
labour costs); and while 
they can all their output (with re- 
stricted steel supplies) and are short of 
skilled labour even for that purpose, the 
establishment and maintenance of a racing 
department would be difficult to justify in 
the eyes of their shareholders. All the 
more credit to those firms such as Jaguar 
and Aston Martin who at least go a good 
deal of the way, by racing their sports 
cars, which has an enormous effect on the 
prestige of this country in automobile

I ECAUSE this state of affairs has existed 

in this country for so long, there is 
another point; that we are short of skilled 
and experienced personnel, both as de- 
signers and mechanics, in racing car work 
And before all my friends in that line de- 
scend upon me in wrath, let me hastily say 
that I know we have some, but not many; 
ind they know as well as I do that we 
have more than our share of dumbells and 
charlatans. Also, because the latter are 
frequently the most plausible, they often 
ire engaged by enthusiastic employers who 
know no better; and by the time they are 
unmasked and fired much of the available 
noney has been spent and another 
promising project has fallen by the way- 
side. 

It is often said that our motor racing is 
not taken seriously enough, by designers, 
constructors, mechanics and drivers alike 
rhis is sometimes only too true; but in 
this country it costs an awful lot of money 
to take it enough. The more
